BY PUBLIC CLAMOR 


His Lawyer Makes Important 
Statement Here and Witness 


at Atlanta Accuses Negro. 
‘'SAYSCONLEY MOLESTED HER

CHAIN OF MURDERS IN CITY 


Police+Had to, Find a Victim, Says 
the Condemned Man’s Law- 
yer—New Evidence.

ATLANTA, Ga., March 1.—Helen 
Ferguson, the little factory girl who 
‘was one. of the \chief witnesses for the 
: State {hn the trial of Leo M. Frank for 
the murder of Mary Phagan, ending in 
Frank’s séntence to death for the crime, 
made a startling statement: here to-day, 
adding further to. the sensations caused 
by the varied disclosures since the Su- 
preme Court refused a rehearing of 
Frank’s recent appeal for a new trial. 
Helen. Ferguson now says that Jim 
Conley, the negro upon whose testimony 
Frank was ‘convicted of Mary Phagan’s 
murder, and whom the defense charges 
was himself the murderer, had. made 
drunken advances to her on the Satur- 
day previqus to the murder. 

Mary Phagan was Killed in the pencil 
factory in which she worked. about‘noon 
on Saturday, April 26,° 1913. Helen 
Ferguson says that on Saturday, April 
19, Conley accosted her in exactly the 
game spot on the first floor of- the 
factory where the defense believes Mary 
Phagan was kill¢d. 

““It ‘was on Saturday, April 19,’”’ she 
told a .reporter.. “I -went from where 
I worked on the second floor of the fac- 
tory to the first. I walked over to a 
dark place. behind. the. stairways . and 
started to pick-up a box, when I caught 
sight of Conley. He was drunk—seem- 
ingly as drunk as could-be. I- saw. a 
whisky bottle in a.hip pocket. _He was 
staggering. His eyes looked queer and 
he didn’t seem to know’ what he was 
doing. I was scared and I picked..up 
the box and started;to hurry away.

The controversy between Gov. Glynn 
and John A. Hennessy, special graft 
investigator for the Sulzer administra- 
tion, becamé . rather ‘acrid yesterday. 
At-the Hotel ‘Vanderbilt, where he:is a 
guest, Gov. Glynn declined to say any- 
thing about the Sullivan committee it- 
self, but in answer to the charge made 
by Hennessy on Saturday that the Goy- 
ernor had failed to make use of facts 
and evidence placed at his disposal in 
regard to highway frauds he said: 

““T turned over to Mr. Osborne every 
document that Mr. Hennessy gave: to 
me, and Mr. Osborne used in his _in- 
vestigations the very men whom Mr. 
Hennessy. named as his assistants in 
his discovery of evidence.’’ 

In reply to this statement: Mr. ‘Hen- 
nessy, when he was seen later, referred 
to Gov. Glynn as ““the greatést political 
shadow dancer: that New York State 
has ever seen.’”’. Mr. Hennessy’s ‘reply 
was in part as follows: 

‘* Gov. Glynn, I suppose, undoubtedly 
thinks. that he has placed at the dis- 
posal of Commissioner Osborne all of 
the evidence which I sent to him. As a 
matter of fact.I sent to Gov. Glynn on 
Oct. 16 or 17 a letter for his own infor- 
mation, which included:-the meat of the 
information upon which I expected in- 
dictments’ could be secured. 

“ This letter was never turned over to 
Commissioner Osborne to:.aid him in his 
investigations. I. also sent another let- 
ter to the Governor containing informa~- 
tion not inclosed in the first’ letter, but 
this information never reached Com- 
missioner’ Osborne. 

“I don’t say that anybody has acted 
in bad- faith, but simply to. keep the 
records of this investigation clear and to 
set forth the facts as they are let me 
say that I have Gov. Glynn’s own letter 
in which he acknowledges the receipt of 
this information. In my: letters I sug- 
gested how he could get more informa- 
tion concerning graft in the Highways 
Department. I did that because Gov. 
Glynn had said that he wanted to go all 
he way. The Governor never accepted 
any of my suggestions’ and never sent 
them to Commissioner Osborne. 

“*In respect to Commissioner Osborne’s 
investigation let me say that he has 
accomplished a great amount of work 
when the fact is considered that Gov. 
Glynn we ave him any. proper as- 
sistance. ad no engineers, no ac- 
countants placed at his disposal—nor did 
he have any money. to hire them.

Laws Unnecessary. 
DECRIES LAW CORKSCREWS 


Says Legislatures. Will Have a ‘Hard 
Job Pulling Avarice Out of Man. 
—dJokes About Money. 


Thomas Riley Marshall, Vice President 
of the+United States, spoke to more 
than 1,000 men yesterday afternoon at 
the Bedford Branch of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, Bedford Avenue 
and Monroe Street, Brooklyn, on the 
subject of ‘‘ The New Puritan.’

It is not .pleasant 
to admit that when

Not 
always, of course, does this lamentable 
difference appear, and not always,. when 
it does, is the.contrast to our disadvan- 
tage. Far too often, however, the com- 
parison goes against _us—most. fre- 
quently, perhaps, in matters of .munici- 
pal administration and the- conservation 
of natural resources. ; 

As regards conservation, indeed, the 
great majority of us, without the excuse 
of the early colonists, still act as if there 
were-no to-morrow, and ‘even whe we 
do try to copy a sensible foreign exam- 
ple, we are apt.to miss. the point and 
turn it into worse than nonsense. That 
is what’: New -York did -when it estab- 
lished a State Forest Reserve—which 
was wise—dadnd then put in its Constitu- 
tion the perfectly mad-rule that the 
woods’ thus protected should be ruined 
and wasted by keeping them ‘ wild.’ 
To a, scientific forestér, of course, that 
is only one.degree,.and a very small oné, 
better than the ruthless denudation of a 
similar area, with no provision for cov-* 

ering it again, as is our next to invari-’ 
able practice. : 

A less important, but still striking, 
illustration of the same folly is presénted 
by The Auk, “& magazine devoted to 
birds, in-an article.on the eider duck by 
Dr. C. W. TowNetnnd, : First -he tells how 
“this magnificent duck ** long has been 
and is now carefully protected in North- 
ern Buropé, with the result that it-sur- 
vives,there in enormoys- numbers, and 
its’ flesh, eggs, and) down make many 
leagues of othérwise rworthless* seacoast 
productive of a large and© steadily ‘in- 
creasing revenue. The éider duck once 
abounded on our seaboard as far south 
as Maine; now it is on the verge of ex- 
termination, éven. in Labrador.

side of the water is doomed’ if instant 
action for: its preservation be*not taken.

CITY-DWELLING FARMERS. 


Prof. Morgan Advises Them Not to 
Specialize at First. 


T6 the Editor of The New York Times: 

One of the most frequently repeated | 
questions put to me-by city dwelling 
farmers is:. What-type of farming can 
I safely undertake? Generally the: in- 
quirer thinks poultry farming, vegetable 
farming or fruit farming isthe type 
best suited to his capital and mental 
equipment. 

Specialty farming is @ precarious type 
for the city man to undertake. It is 
one that only the carefully prepared, 
rong-appraénticed® man” should: attempt? 
It calle for a considerablé initial, invest- 
ment of money at the outset. It re 
quires «special training, not..s0 much of 
the ‘sort’ got from books as of the kind 
only: to: be had through actual contact 
with the minutiae of the work. It is 
the gort that is chockful of “ tricks 
of the trade.’’, Too often it puts all the 
eggs of the operator in one basket, con- 
trary to the types of farming that are 
most: common. and most successful, out 
in the country, awdy from suburban 
farming. 

One reason, it. seems to me, that so 
many people of the city make. a failure 
of their first venture in farming is that 
they attémpt this. difficult, intensive 
type.. They should ‘consider far more 
seriously general farming, mixed farm- 
ing, and possibly’ dairy farming with 
Many side lines. Often the. chief em- 
ployment’ on the farm merely defrays 
éxpenses; the ‘side’ lines: providing the 
profit. For é¢xample, on many: so-called 
dairy farms about New York City. the 
profit. from the farm comes from sec- 
ondary projects such as poultry, regis- 
tered stock, hay and fruit.- This gen- 
eral type of farming is the real thing 
as farming goes,

GERMANY ENTERS PROTEST. 


Like Italy, Objects to Immigration 


Bill’s Inspection Clause. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—A new 
obstacle has been thrown in the way of 
the Immigration bill, which has passed 
the House and now. is awaiting a 
favorable report from @ Senate com- 
mittee. This is.in the form of. objec- 
tions presented to the Department of 
‘State .by Count.Ven Bernstorff, the 
German. Ambassador, tothe provision 
in the bill for the’ mzintgnance on for- 
eign and ‘American immigrant ships 
alike of inspection officers of the Ameri- 
can immigration service. 

Italy already had takén the same view 
of the bill, and had brought it emphati- 
cally to the attention of the United 
States by accepting the invitation to 
participate in the San Francisco ex- 
position only on condition that the of- 
fensive requirement be dropped from 
the bill. But news. of the Italian. ob- 
jection did not seem to make much im- 
pression on the Senators of the Com- 
mittee on Immigration. They pointed 
out that Italy was the only.country to 
protest against the provision. The force 
of this argument is now destroyed 34 
the alignment with Italy of a Nort 
European country. 

Secretary. Bryan will forward. the 
German objection, to the. committee, 
without comment. The committee so far 
has shown pretty clearly its intention 
to proceed according to its own judg- 
ment. Mr. Smith of. South Carolina, 
Chairman of the committee, told his 
associates that President Wilson. op- 
posed the literacy test. But from what 
they could: learn of the President’s ex- 
pressions they did not believe. he would 
veto the bill if that provision shoulé be 
left in it, and they decided to retain it. 
They may take the same course in re- 
gard to the proposed inspection service.

CONSTANTINOPLE, March i1.—Said 
Pasha, former Grand Vizier, died here 
to-day. 





Said Pasha for years was one of the 
strongest political factors in Turkey. 
In 1879 he received his first appoint- 


ment as Grand Vizier—a.post he filled 
numerous times. afterward, reinstate- 
ment frequently following dismissal. 

Though a master of diplomacy, he. was 
never accused of being* an intriguer, 
He was described as being absolutely 
Re ee 

In the crisis of 1908, brought about by 
the Young Turk Party demanding 4 
constitutional form of government, Sul- 
tan Abdul Hamid dismissed Ferid Pasha 
and made Said. Pasta Grand Vizier. 
His tenure of the Vizierate, however, 
was short,.for in the reconstruction of 
the Government the Young Turks ef- 
fected his resignation, declaring he was 
too steeped in the old traditions. 

Later ie became President of the Sen- 
ate and sat as President of the Na- 
tional Assembly which voted to’ depose 


Abdul Hamid. 

In September, 1911, Said again be- 
came rand Vizier. Three months 
later his Cabinet resigned, but Said was 
reappeinted and held the post until 
July, 1912, when his Cabinet fell.

PHILADELPHIA, March 1.—Edwin 
J. Houston, ‘scientist, inventor, author, 
patent expert and worker in boys’ or- 
ganizations, died here to-day trout heart 
disease.

The high point in:the stock market 


‘}in January was reached on the thirty- 


first of the month, and the low point 
of February reached on the twenty- 
sixth. This contrast, pretty clearly 
pictures the fact that January was a 
month of improvement in the stock 
market and February a month of re- 
action. The second month of the 
year was far, however, from offset- 
ting the good which was accomplished 
in January, for the net loss in the 
general level of stock market prices 
last month was something less than 
half the’ advance which was shown 
during January. If we turn from the 
stock market to the bond department 
we find that very little ground was 
lost there in the general level of 
prices. An analysis of these two 
facts will bring into relief the under- 
lying influences which were operative 
during February. 


The January rise was based chiefly 
on two fagtors—the greatly increased 
ease of money with all that that sig- 
nified, and the hope of trade improve- 
ment following the sharp setback 
which occurred at the close of last 
year. The ease in money was main- 
tained throughout February, but 
trade improvement, though it seemed 
to be following an entirely logical 
course, hardly came up to some ot 
the more optimistic expectations 
which were formed in stock market 
circles during the first few weeks of 
the year. So viewed the February 
reaction represented a modification of 
perhaps two hopeful views regarding 
general business. previously formu- 
lated, in addition to which there was 
the natural effect of profit-taking 
sales prompted by the briskness of the 
earlier advance. Conditions were not 
in all respects similar abroad, for 
in. the London ‘market particularly 
money hardened during February, 
whereas here there was. no corre- 
sponding upturn in interest rates, al- 
though at, the close of the month

It was not to be expected that the 
rapid fall in money during January 
would be paralleled by the movement 
in February. At the beginning of 
last month rates had in fact reached 
as low a level as they seemed likely 
to, fall to, and it is not surprising 
that what the record of the past 
month shows is practically a main- 
tenance in the money market of the 
conditions which were inherited from 
January. The chief changes which 
did occur were a readjustment of the 
London rate, which had fallen ab- 
normally low, and a falling. off.in 
the Paris rate to a. sufficient extent 
to bring it into normal relationship 
with the rates prevailing elsewhere. 
The following comparison of rates in- 
dicates in outline the present status 
ot the money market compared with 
one of two months ago:

From this showing it appears clear- 
ly enough that the course of money 
was not an adverse influence durins 
February. If the course of general 
business’ caused disappointment it 
was chiefly because too much had 
been hoped for. The record is by no 
means complete at this time, but the 
experience of the past month in the 
steel trade, if that’ may be taken as 
an indication of what was going on 
elsewhere, showed fairly well sus- 
tained recovery, which brought the 
country further away from the trade 
reaction at the close of 1913. This-is 
quite a different thing from saying, 
however, that the position. of trade 
has been fully re-established. There 
are many proofs at hand that the 
volume. of general business is still 
considerably below a year ago, not- 
withstanding the improvement which 
is known to have_taken place in some 
trades, and which is believed to have 
been reflected in many others. Bank 
clearings have been making an irreg- 
ular showing, but for the last few 
weeks decreases have occurred more 
frequently than increases. Railroad 
earnings are still showing reductions, 
and even the ease in the money mar- 
ket itself is suggestive of .a consid- 
erably smaller volume of trade than 
the business machinery of the coun- 
try. is prepared to handle. These facts 
have all been taken ‘count of during 
the February reaction, but were. per- 
haps too little thought of during the 
rise in January. This point is worth 
emphasizing for the sake of avoiding 
similar disappointment in the near 
future if it should be found that 
trade is to go forward only slowly 
until some of the large. problems now 
being dealt with are a little nearer 
solution.

Whether 
this corrective is to be supplied by 
an advance in freight rates such as 
the railroads are working for, or by 
some other means is a’ question the 
answer to which rests with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, but 
there can be no reasonable doubt that 
a corrective of some kind is needed. 
If it is applied efficiently and speedily 
@ long step will have been taken to- 
ward stimulating the recovery in 
trade to a considerably more rapid 
pace, 

Events caused a very large share 
of attention to be directed last week 
to the Mexican situation, which for- 
tunately was less ‘tense at the week’s 
close than at its beginning. The large 
problem involved still awaits solu- 
tion, but at the moment the imme- 
diate aspects of the situation are far 
less critical. The course of events in 
Mexico is one of the things which 
have. brought disappointment and 
some embarrassment to the Paris 
market. That and other adverse in- 
fluences there found reflection last 
week not only in the other Huropean 
markets, but in our own, for we had 
to encounter a good deal of selling 
from abroad, part of which was di- 
rectly caused by liquidation from 
Paris. The discomfort of Paris was 
in large part .a heritage from last 
year’s congestion caused in part by 
the French market’s financing the 
Balkan States which were at war, but 
despite these difficulties Paris, like 
the other financial centres, has been 
established in a much more comfort- 
able position than it occupied at the 
close of 1913. This in one direction is 
reflected in the Paris discount rate 
which, as already noted, fell further 
during February, and which. now 
stands a full 1 per cent. under the 
rate at the end of last. year. 

This change has been partly brought 
about. by the contribution which we 
have made to the French gold supply, 
although this is but a small part of 
‘the total addition which has been 
made to the European stock of gold 
since the first of January. A com- 
parison of the returns of the prin- 
cipal European banks shows that 
during the. first month of the year 
they gained a total of $78,000,000 
gold. To this $32,000,000 was added 
in February, making a total gain of 
$110,000,000, including $12,000,000 of 
the $14,000,000, which we have sent 
to France. The probability seems to 
be that any further shipments which 
may be made from this side, and 
further engagements are looked for, 
will be made out of the present stock 
of money at this centre, for cash has 
ceased for the time being at least to 
flow into the New York banks. If 
this is to be the case it means that 
this market will feel. any additional 
gold exports more than*it has felt 
the loss of the gold which has already 
gone. This fact, no doubt, will serve 
to’ strengthen the feeling which pre- 
vails in some banking quarters that a 
further outflow at this time would 
be undesirable. One reason why a 
continued outward movement of gold 
at a time when exchange rates do not 
call for it is being regretted is that it 
is felt that a much different com- 
plexion could easily be put upon our 
money market by a brisk forward 
movement in trade. Moreover, it is 
regarded. as desirable to leave this 
market free to draw upon its existing 
gold supplies and the natural addi- 
tions to it for the establishment of 
the new banking system upon the 
securest possible basis. 

Apart from the more general mat- 
ters which were discussed last week 
the development which received most 
attention was the naming of com- 
mittees to act for the Rock Island 
bondholders and stockholders in the 
proposed readjustemnt of that prop- 
erty. Plans in respect to the organ- 
ization of the bondholders’ committee 
were changed rather suddenly, and a 
committee was organized which was 
immediately recognized as entirely 
independent of the Rock Island man- 
agement, and which was formed for 
the avowed purpose. of putting the 
collateral trust bondholders in a po- 
sition to safeguard their interests in 
the proposed readjustment by having 
their securities represented by a com- 
mittee ‘entirely distinct from that 
acting for the stockholders of the 
holding company. The point which 
is most emphasized in the financial 
district in connection with, this pro- 
posed readjustment is that the stock- 
holders of the Rock’ Island Company 
are entitled only to such concessions 
as the holders of the collateral trust 
4s may be inclined to make-.for the 
sake of obtaining through those stock- 
holders all or part of the very con- 
siderable sum of cash which must be 
put into the Rock Island property. It 
is believed that this is the point of 
view for which the committee formed 
in behalf of the collateral trust 4 per 
cent. bondholders stands. It is be- 
lieved; however, that the best interest 
of the property can be most easily 
conserved by co-operation ‘between 
the bondholders and the stockholders. 
In all probability the stockholders’ 
committee will attempt to. formulate 
a plan acceptable to the bondholders 
which would make it possible for the 
Holders. of Rock Island ‘Company 
stock. to.-stay with. the property in 
the belief. that after its. present cash
